I am enclosing the transcript of the Church-Lawton Parish Register for the 
period 1559 (the beginning) to 1650, giving all the Lawton entries. 


4 The first thing that is apparent is that there are major errors in the 
genealogical information contained in Ormerod's History of Cheshire. 


First, William Lawton (1553-1617) did not mary, as his first wife, Mary Wood, 
heiress of George Wood of-Balterley. He was not born until 1553, and the 
marriage of Mary Wood and William Lawton was on 2 Dec 1560 - he was only 7 
years of age! 


Second William Lawton, Rector of Church Lawton did not die unmarried. He 

was married to "Judith" probablu ca 1598 - and his elder brother and heir to 
the Manor was not born until 1606, so the Rector of Church Lawton was 

a younger William - possibly the William born 12 Sep 1561. 


In any event, this is the first that this information has been available in 


Ap this country. It is apparent that Ormerod did not have access to it when 
he prepared his ancestral chart. 


I am awaiting an abstract of the will of William Lawton, Rector, and will 
then perhaps have more comment. In the meantime, I am going to study this 
material, and see what I can make of it. 

You are free to incorporate it in the next issue of Lawton Issue. If so, 
I suggest that you simply make it clear that this information may be of 
value to anyone trying to trace descent from the Lawton family of Lawton 
Manor; and that this its the first time that this information has been 
available in this country.

I should like to have the carefully considered help of 
both of you in the development of the history of Lawtonville Baptist Church 
(originally organized as Pipe Creek). You may be assured I shall be grate- 
ful for your assistance, and that such help will be acknowledged. 


Lawtonville Baptist Church will celebrate its 200th an= 
niversary in March, 1975, and a committee, of which Rey W. Rhodes is chair- 
man, has asked me to prepare the manuscript of a history of the church, cover= 
ing the formation and history of Lawtonville. If we come up with an accepta~ 
ble history, it will be published under hard=cover, and will run some 200 
pages, and, I understand, will include a number of pictures, 


You can help me, for you are not only interested in pre- 
serving local history but several members of your families have contributed 
a great deal to the success of the church. Indeed, one (perhaps more) gave 
his name to the church and commnity. I should like your help in this area 
as well as any others in which you are knowledgeable. 


Now, as to some specific items: 
‘i 


There was "preaching" at Pipe Creek as early.as 1'763; the 
church was constituted in March, 1775, and admitted to the Charleston Associa- 
tion in 1778, under the name of "Savannah River, S. C., Church," which, by 
virtue of an rr of incorporation (an act of the association), dated in 1787, 
was changed to "The Pipe Creek Church of Regular Baptists." 

One, Joseph Lawton,with John Grimball and Joshua Lewis, 
the pastor, on February 2, 1778, presented the application for admission to 
the Charleston Association, 


Would you give me a brief sketch of the life of Joseph 
Lawton? His parents? Where born, where he lived, died, children, etc.? 
Also, if you can, favor me with information on John Grimball? (I have suf= 
fient data on Lewis, the pastor, ) 


Lawtons, who were pastors of Lawtonville=Pipe Creek 
were: Winborn A. Lawton: 1826-30, 1852-53, 1858=79: J. A. Lawton: 1838= 
39 (Is it possible that the "J." should be "W."?); James S, Lawton: 1856=

Also, can you tell me about Col. A. J. Lawton? Is he 
the Alexander J. Lawton, who, in 1835, was a member of the first board of 
trustees of Furman Theological Institute (which later became Furman Univer 
sity)? 


In 1848, Col. A. J. Lawton was president of the Pipe 
Creek Bible Society. The treasurer was James S, Lawton (presumably the 
James S. Lawton who was the pastor in 1856-57). In that year the society 
distributed 1,309 copies of the Bible, 


Another Lawton, Joseph James, of Hartsville, was an 
outstanding Baptist, and from 1920 to 1923 president of the South Carolina 
Baptist Convention. Did he have a Lawtonville origin, or, if not, connec~ 
tions? 


Lawtonville in the old days was seemingly a fertile 
ground for the development of ministers and missionaries. Some, I believe, 
were Lawtons, others were Willinghams, Mikells, Can you tell me about any 
of them? 


One Willingham of whom I have a record is Robert Josiah 
Willingham. He was born in 1854 in Beaufort District, educated at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, served as pastor of churchs in Chattanooga and Memphis, and 
became Secretary of the Foreign Mission Board of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion and remained there until his death in 1914. It was during his tenure 
that the Baptists "made marked advances in the work of seminaries and publish- 
ing houses around the world." Can you identify him with Lawtonville? 


Mikells were important in the early days of Lawtonville. 
My guess is there was a Mikell among the founding members of the church. You 


~~” may know something of the family as identified with Lawtonville. I do not, 


But I suspect the Mikells were earlier communicants at Euhaw, and that the 
Mikells of our area descended from John Mikell, who, in 1751, was one of eight 
laymen signing the original articles of association, in Charleston, of the 
Charleston Association (which closely followed the plan of the Philadelphia 
Association), 


To some extent the history of Black Swamp Baptist Church 
is tied in with Pipe Creek. It was originally a branch. of Pipe Creek, but in 
1786 was constituted a separate church, with eight members, and two acres of 
land for the church site was donated by "a member of the Robert family," In 
informing me, do not hesitate to allude to matters and things affecting Black 
Swamp; it, too, has an interesting history that should, completely disappear. 
Incidentally, the first “preaching” in the Pipe Creek=Black Swamp neighborhood 
was in 1762, by one Francis Pelot, a Huguenot originally from Purysburg who in 


1746 turned Baptist, «t lack Swamp

that site in 1852. Against the date is an old note, dated in 1936, by Miss 
Florence I, Lawton that*61d church structure at Lawtonville was built in 

1843, and formally dedicated in 1850. Her note shows that present at the 
dedication were the Reverends Isaac Nichols, James Sweat, Joseph Furse (Furze), 
and Winborn A. Lawton, apparently comprising a presbytery for that purpose. 

Do you know any of the circumstances of the move from Pipe Creek —~ dates, 
etc., particularly the reasons for it? | 


Do you know when -= and also why -- the name of the 
church was changed from Pipe Creek to Lawtonville? According to the minutes 
of the Savannah River Association, the name change was in 1884, but apparent- 

the church A as Lawtonville, for, in an obituary, published iin 
Texas in 1881 upon the death of Jonas Johnston, it was stated that he was 
ordained by "the Lawtonville Baptist Church." I suspect that soon after the 
removal from Pipe Creek, the church became so well identified by the name 
of the village that it was soon known as Lawtonville and that a change to 
that name was somewhat compelled. Do you know? If not, do you agree? 


It also appears from the mimtes of the Savannah River 
Association that there was another Baptist church in the neighborhood -- 
Bethlehem, organized in 1835, which in 1893 became extinct, whereupon the 
Bethlehem membership was absorbed into the Lawtonville congregation. Do you

know anything of Bethlehem? Where was the church located? 


Further, do you know of the details of the occupancy of 
Lawtonville, and the destruction thereof, by federal troops in 1865? I 
understand that the church structure was left standing, but that the pews 
were removed and burned; also that a portion of a brick wall surrounding the 
cemetery was knocked down to such an extent that the remainder of the wall 
was later removed. Do you know any of these circumstances? 


According to an article by T. Oregon Lawton, in the News 
and Courier of July 16, 1950, the church building was used as a hospital by 
the union forces, and in reconstruction days as a forum for political meet- 
ings. Can you enlarge upon these incidents? 





I have examined the reports of the 20th Corps, United 
States Army, commanded by Bvt. Maj. Gen. Alpheus Williams and Maj. Gen. 
Joseph A. Mower, whose first, second and third divisions passed through 
Lawtonville in the period between Febrary 2nd and 8th. On the afternonn 
of the 2nd, the third brigade of the third division, after marching from 
Robertville, found Maj. Gen. Joseph Wheeler, C. S. A., and his cavalry force 
slowly withdrawing from Lawtonville (where Wheeler had established his 
headquarters) and their ensued a brisk engagement, called a "skirmish" in 
Williams’ report to Gen. Sherman, Several Confederate soldiers were killed, 
According to Williams, "with a loss to us of 1 killed and 7 wounded," 


Anent the foregoing, consider this from a note by Miss 
Florence I, Lawton, dated in 1936, in which she quoted Charles L., Peeples 
(Sre): "eo « e at the rear of the old Baptist [ cemetery, I suppose | there 
several U. S. Soldiers buried, not inside the cemetery. I know of one 
Union soldier buried in the cemetery. Horse Pen branch holds the graves 
of Six Union soldiers = that the Confederate Army made a sudden attack on 
this spot, killing and burying them right there, The Union soldiers had 


camped there, their horses in a pen as it was near a bold stream, and easy 
for the horses to get water, their headquarters were et in Lawtonville 
churchyard, about ¢ mile from here [Lawtonville, I suppose |" 


Unele Charley*s story may be correct, for Bvt. Maj. Gon. 
Williams’ report to which I have referred, was dated February 3rd, at Law- 
tonville, the morning after his advance troops had occupied the village, 
They, the various units of Williams’ army, were there until Feb 8th, 
The incident at Horse Pen may have occurred after the report, but{the 7 
federal dead were buried at Horse Pen, how do we account for other bodies 
at Lawtonville? Can you cast any light on this situation? Where is Horse 
Pen Branch?

Do you know anything about the facts behind the tablet? 
When was it put into the pool wall? By whom? It is obviously incorrect, and 
the fact that it is causes me some trepidation. I think there may have been 
a Blake or Blakes among the founding members, but we shall never know with 
any degree of certainty, for the minutes of the church prior to 1865 were 
destroyed in the destruction of Lawtonville, We do know — from a modern 
map == that there is a church called "Blake Church" on the old Savannah- 
Augusta Road just north of the site of old Pipe Creek, some four miles 
below the Hampton-Allendale line, and, further, again according to Miss 
Florence I. Lawton, that before 1861 "John: Lawton [whomé she elsewhere in 
her notes called Uncle John] also bought Blake Plantation on Pipe Creek." 
Can you identify any of Blakes? 


I used “obviously incorrect" with respect to the tablet, 
I had in mind Joseph Blake and Lady Axtel. First, Joseph Blake was Lady 
Axtel's son=in=law. He came to South Carolina in 1670, was governor of the 
province in 1990, and again just after the turn of the century. Lady Axtel, 
it is true, was,dissenter, a Baptist, a member of the Baptist Church in 
Charleston, where she died testate in 1725, devising a lot to the church 
for use as a place for the parsonage. If a Blake or Hlakes were involved in 
the organization of Pipe Creek, he and she, or they, mst have been their 
descendants or of an entirely different family. Do you have suggestions?

Church-Lawton Parish, 


“LAUTUNE,” (anciently called Lauton under lyme,) 
before and after the Conquest, was divided into two 
unequal portions; both of which were pusscssed by 
Godric in the time of the Confessor, and both became 
the property of Hugo de Mara, and occur together in 


‘the Domesday survey as follows. It may however be 


doubted whether one of these references docs not refer to 
the neighbouring township of Buglawton, [which, down 
to a comparatively late period, was often simply called 
Lauton.]

Adam 
de Lawton, of this family, occurs in the time of abbot 
Walter (Piacebeck) ; William, son of William de Law- 
ton, his grandson, in the time of abbot Roger (Frend) ; 
and Ranulph, brother of this William, in the time of 
abbot Thomas (Capenhurst). This Ranulph had [among 
others,] a daughter and heiress, Cecilia, wife of Roger de 
Crosslegh, to whose issue [some of] the estates of her 
family appear to have descended. 

[The descent of the moicty of the manor sccms to 
have been from Adam de Lauton (first known ancestor) 
to William his son, whose son the above named William 
(perhaps the pricst of that name), is described in Harl.

This is most probably in- 
correct as to the heirship, at least by descent; and, as 
very often the case with the genealogists, it is most 
likely that the conclusion was jumped at in consequence 
of some gift in francmarriage or settlement in tail. 
These marriages bring down the descent of the Lawton 
estate here to about the middle of the reign of Edward 
the Third.] _ 

There is nevertheless a [now very small, if any] chasm 
from this period to the rcign of Henry VI. when [it can- 
not however be said that] the [later] Lawton pedigree 
commences, [when, in fact, in that reign a second 
descent had been cast,] and [from which the pedigree] 
proceeds in an unbroken chain. [For there can be no 
manner of doubt that Hugh de Lauton, the first ac- 
knowledged ancestor of this line, was an adult and 
living about the :end of the reign of Edw. III. and 
everything short of absolute proof, is in favour of his 
being the direct issue of Thomas de Davenport, who 
most likely occurs often enough as Thomas de Lauton, 
but who cannot be distinguished from others of the 
earlier family of that name. The identity of the 14th 
century and some of the 1th century members is ren- 
dered very perplexing from the numerous diverging 
lines of descent, through which the genealogist will 
have great difficulty in threading his way. Early 
diyisions_and_subdivisions of the paternal estates es- 


tablished several ycomanry families, and_one_of these 


in particular, the Lawtons of Snape, continued to reside 
in this township from the days of Edw. II, down to 
about the end of the last century... But as affording 
some further and not inconsidcrable evidence of thc 
descent of the present family, their estate in the ncigh- 
bouring township of Alsager may perhaps be traced 
from Adam de Lauton and Alice his wife (qy. an Alsa- 
ger), who 26 Edw.

VII. William Lauton of Lawton, esq. is said to have 
married to his first wife Mary, daughter and heir of 
George Wood of Balterlcy, esq, justice of Chester, 1557, 
of a family who for a considerable period held the 
manor of Baltcrley, and from whom it is supposed to 
have passed to William Lawton’s father, under the terms 
of some agreement on this marriage. (The manerial 
rights of Balterley, and the small landed estate attached 
were sold in 1800 by John Lawton, esq. for £300.) 
William Lawton appears to have died in 1617, and left 
issue by his second wife a son and heir.

inthe. politics of the times he seems to have compro- 


‘mised himself by some breach of fealty, and did not 


receive zeizin of his cst-tes until June 19, 1632, when he 
had a special Livery, which embraced in its. terms any 
acts of his own or of his father, contrary to the service 
which they respectively owed to the king. But in 1647 
Mr. Lawton appeats to have been once more involved, 
and in that year compounded for his estates, at Gold- 
smith's Hall, in the sum of £680, when he reccived a 
further pardon under the Great Seal, for levying war 
against the king from May 20, 1642, and previously. 
He added to the family estates by purchase, and ac- 
quired the Snape property in 1654, from John Lawton 
of Snape, by way of exchange for other lands. He was 
succeeded on his death, in 1654-5, by his son and hcir 
IX. William Lawton of Lawton, esq. who became a 
staunch cavalier, although his youth must have precluded 
him from taking for any long period a very active part 
in the warfare of the times. He had, however, to com- 
pound with the Parliament in the sum of £680, whilst 
his remote kinsman of Snape, paid £s50.in the same 
royal cause. No better example, perhaps, in this county 
exists of the uncertainty of the fortunes of those days; 
but something is.traccable, no doubt, to the position in 
which this William's father was left at an early age at 
such a period. Before the Restoration it appears (from 
a probable tradition, particularly considering the situa- 
tion of the house and the necessity of avoiding the resi- 
dence of a more conspicuous royalist), that King Charles 
the Second was concealed in the Hall of Lawton for some 
time, during which period he stood sponsor at the bap- 
tism of his host’s “eldest son,” who, if the same, was 
born in 1656, which would about fix the date of the royal 
visit. The drinking-cup presented by the kine to his 
godchild on that occasion (with the remark that he had 
nought else to offer), is still in existence, but the mother 
of the infant heir in her widowhood having removed it 


‘from Lawton, through family intermarriages the relic 


finally passed into the hands of the earls of Longford. 
A curiously carved boxwood snuff-box, bearing the 
royal arms and ciphcr, anc as a memento of the occasion, 
the coat of Lawton, was also left by the afterwards 
Merry Monarch, at Lawton, where it still remains. 
Subsequently the king appears to have presented to the 
family his own portrait by Lely, and that of the duke of 
Monmouth, by the same master, both of which are pre- 
served at Lawton.

Be- 
neath a passage leading from the lesser drawing-room to 
the library, exists an apartment (approached by a trap- 
-door), to which tradition points as the hiding-place of 
that monarch, who has already been referred to as 
having taken’refuge here somctime before his accession 
to the throne. The picturcs in Lawton-hall of interest 
are chiefly portraits, Those by sir Peter Lely of Charles 
the Second and the duke of Monmouth (which have been 
mentioned in these pages as presentation portraits), hang 
in the large dining-room.

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VACANCY. 
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A HISTORY OF ALL SAINTS', CHURCH LAWTON 

The name Lawton itself is an indication of 
the parish's ancient origin. The word has a-° 
Saxon meaning, namely 'Farm by a mound', and 
it is assumed that the mound is the hillock 
upon which the present parish church stands, 
but whether or not the mound was a barrow 
(an archaeological burial tumulus) is not 
knowne A dig on the field, some three- 
quarters of a mile away, between Crewe- 
road and Knutsford-road has in recent years 
unearthed 'urns' of a pre-historic period. 


Lawton is however first identified for 
historical purposes in the eighth century 
because of an association with St. Werburgh. 
This devout lady was a daughter of the Saxon 
King Walpergus (or Wulfhere) whose saintly 
life led her to be reputed as a royal abbess 
of several religious houses. On her death 
in Lincolnshire about the year 700 her body 
Was taken to Chester to avoid the marauding 
Danes and it is believed that the cortage 
rested overnight on the site of Lawton church. 
The first monastery in Chester was founded in 
her name and to her memory and later became 
successively the Abbey and the Cathedral 
church of Chester. 


William the Conqueror's Domesday Survey 
refers to the area as 'Lautune' and that it 
belonged to Hugo de Mara, who was one of the 
king's fellow Normans. The whole of the 
County of Cheshire had been given over to 
the king's brother-in-law Hugh Lupus (Hugh 
the Wolf), a character notorious for his 
riotous living who, on his deathbed, vowed 
to establish a church at Lawton "if the Lord 
would only spare him". 
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This is a version of how the first church 
came to be built. The church lands were 
passed over to the Abbot of St. Werburgh's 
at Chester, a place of worship was erected 
and the Abbot appointed one Edward as the 
first Rector of Lawton in the year 1180. 
The architectural remain of this earliest 
church is the Norman Arch doorway over the 
South door. 


Between 1180 and the fifteenth century 
the village of Lawton was in two halves, 
one half being the church lands, or the 
'Glebe', on which is now built the Lawton 
Gate estate, and the remainder which was 
owned by the Squire of Lawton. The legend 
of the Lawton family dates back to around 
the year 1200 when King John was separated 
from his companions while hunting in the 
area. The story is that his horse reared 
and threw him when it was confronted by a 
great wolf, whereupon a nearby keeper came 
to the rescue and killed the wolf. The man 
gave his name as Keeper Adam de Lauton and, 
for saving his life, the King granted him 
all the land he could walk over in a week, 
taking the bleeding wolf as his starting 
point, "Moreover, the head of the wolf shall 
be thy crest", the King told him, "Thy deed 
will go down in history". 


The Lawton family can thus trace their 
family-tree to the time of this exploit and 
their family crest is to be found several 
times in and around the present church. The 
Lawton Coat of Arms, which is linked with 
the Davenport family, consists of the three 
crosses of calvary and the Tudor Rose 
underneath a wolf licking its left shoulder 
~ and the motto 'Spes Infracta' (Hope 
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Unbroken). 


The chureh building itself undoubtedly 
underwent a number of changes over its 
eight centuries and may well have been a 
black and white type with a thatched roof 
but there are only artists' impressions of 
how it may have looked. There is mention 
in the Churchwardens' accounts of 1691 and 
1707 of the purchase of '15 bags of moss 
for ye church roof! which suggests that the 
building was of wattle and daub. During 
improvement work which was carried out in 
1873-74 the discovery was made of six 
Thirteenth Century Tiles which have been 
preserved in a carved frame at the back of 
the church made from an oak tree grown on 
the Lawton Estate, and which was donated 
to the church in 1971 by the former Lawton 
Hall School. 


The Reformation which started during the 
reign of King Henry VIII included the 
dissolution of the monasteries and the 
disposal of their properties. It was at 
this time that the then Squire, William 
Lawton, acquired the Manor and the patronage 
of the Church from the Crown for the 
purchase price of £232: lis: 2q. (c.1542). 


It was during this part of the sixteenth 
century that the church at Lawton experienced 
other changes both in its outward appearance 
and within its walls. From 1530 to 1559 the 
Rector was one John Byber during whose 
ministry the effects of the English 
Reformation came to the parish. In 1538 the 
first Bible in the English language was 
Placed in every parish church, and in 1549 
the Latin Mass was replaced by the first 
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English Prayer Book, to be followed three 
years later by a more reforming book. By 
1554 however the Roman Mass was restored 
under Queen Mary and continued until the 
Accession of Elizabeth in 1558. Rector 
Byber lived through all these changes and 
it was also during his incumbency, in 1536, 
that the Parish Registers were started and 
which still exist today in their original 
Latin language. 


John Byber has left the parish a permanent 
memorial of his life and times as he was the 
one who was responsible for the building of 
the Church Tower, and his mortal remains are 
interred at the foot of the belfry stairway 
in a recessed altar tomb which bears his 
initials and a sculptured chalice and 
breviary, signs of his priesthood. The 
south facing outside wall of the tower also 
has "J B" carved between a chalice. The 
west facing wall of the tower also has the 
remains of carving, the type of which were 
despoiled by Puritan enthusiasts. 


It appears that the Lawton family were 
Royalist sympathisers at the time of the 
Civil War, a period when the County of 
Cheshire was bitterly divided with the 
King's standard being raised at Chester 
while the town of Nantwich was a Parliamentary 
stronghold. In about the year 1656, during 
the Commonwealth rule, Charles I1 was 
concealed for a time at Lawton Hall and stood 
as a Sponsor at the baptism of one of the 
Squire's children (probable John Lawton on 
7th May 1656). As a baptismal gift to the 
child the royal godparent gave a drinking 
cup, saying he "had naught else to offer". 

It is interesting to note that during the- 


, 


period of the Puritan Commonwealth the 
Sacrament of Baptism was suppossed to be 
forbidden by Parliament. 


Tragecy struck tne church on a Sunday in 
early June 1652 when the area suffered a 
terrible thunderstorm. An entry in the 
church register reads, "A great black cloud 
poured down hail over an area of 60 miles 
by 2 miles. It killed small animals by 
hundreds and beat down men and horses". 

This ocurred at the time of a church service 
just as Rector Ralph Sillito was commencing 
his sermon based on the text Philippians 

3.8. There must have been a full congregation 
as people were standing in the belfry. Il 

is reported that there was a terrifying clap 
of thunder, a blinding flash which caused 

some to fall to the floor, a dog yelped and 

a boy cried out for his brother. Surprisingly 
the service continued before it was realised 
that eleven men who had been in the Bell- 
house had been killed by lightening. A 

great throng attended the service when the 
victims were buried in the churchyard. 


In those days the inhabitants of Lawton 
were mainly employed in agricultural pursuits 
and there is also mention of some salt 
mining at one time in the parish. The 
woodlands which then covered this part of 
South Cheshire contributed to charcoal 
making and this also encouraged the opening 
of an Iron-making furnace. A John Turner 
of Stafford obtained a el-year lease in the 
year 1658 for the conversion of a corn-mill 
into a furnace - this must have been a 
substantial enterprise as he invested £3000 
in the making of the Furnace and Forge. 
Subsequent records show that the Iron-making 
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business was later leased to the Foley 
family who were great Iron-masters in the 
seventeenth century. During the period 
1696 to 1704 the annual output of pig-iron 
rose from 700 tons to 900 tons, and up 

to 30 men would have been employed in the 
heyday of this former Lawton industry. 


The next development which had a great 
effect upon Lawton was the construction of 
the Trent and Mersey Canal which was 
completed in 1777. This was one of the many 
such engineered by the famous James Brindley 
and this 93-mile waterway formed part of the 
busy network of horse-drawn water transport. 
The feature of the length through Church 
Lawton is the number of locks known as the 
Red Bull Flight and the Lawton Flight. The 
church registers provide evidence of the 
many who were employed as Overseers, Lock- 
keepers and Boatmen, and the carrying of 
coal, salt and materials used in the nearby 
Pottery industry kept the canal very busy 
until the coming of the steam-railway. Now 
after years of being virtually un-used the 
canal is again busy as a popular section on 
the waterways holiday route. 


The church registers from this time on 
show that many Lawton men were employed as 
colliers in the many coal-mines in the area, 
and at one time there was a coal-pit at the 
Red Bull end of the parish. 


The south face of the church tower contains 
an ancient clock whose original mechanism 
dates back to the seventeenth eentuary and 
the churchwardens' old accounts contain a 
reference to the purchase of "oyle for ye 
clock" in 1691. 
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Lawton church is justly proud of its 
peal of eight bells which are still in full 
use. Five were installed in 1713, having 
been cast by R.D.Saunders of Bromsgrove, and 
are inscribed with the names of their 
respective donors, namely, ‘the ironmasters 
of Lawton Furnace', ‘William Lawton Esq.', 
'Thomas Rowlry and James Beech, churchwardens'! 
and 'John Lawton Esq, Patron.Charles Shaw, 
Rector'. The present peal was completed in 
1901 by which time three further bells made 
by Taylor's of Loughborough had been added. 
These bear the names of, 'A.Rigby of The 
Grove', ‘the parishioners and friends of 
Church Lawton' and was known as the 'Queen 
Victoria Memorial Bell' erected during the 
52-year long incumbency of Rector Samuel 
Nunn (1864 to 1916). 


In the year 1798 the Nave of the church 
was destroyed by fire, although the Tower 
survived. The opportunity was then taken 
to re-build a more substantial building and 
this was done by the use of stone from 
Smallwood, bricks from Burslem and timber 
from Liverpool Docks. The total cost of 
restoration came to about £800 which was 
finally paid off by 1813. 


A more ambitious extension scheme was 
considered in 1873 which would have involved 
expenditure of up to £3000 but this was not 
proceeded with. However, a number of 
improvements were carried out in that year. 
The former box-pews were replaced by the 
present pews (the older type can still be 
seen in the gallery). Also at this time 
the present two-manual Organ was installed, 
being a gift fror the wife of the then Squire. 
Prior to that time the gallery (added in 
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1717) accomodated an ‘Orchestra! to 
ie the singing; from 1807 there had 
been a Bass-Viol, a Clarinet, a Bass-Fiddle, 
a Violin and a Violin-Cello. In those days 
repairs to instruments, renewal of strings 
and 'fiddle-sticks' were a cost that had to 
be met from the Churchwardens!' funds. 


The church has retained its close link 
with the Lawton family who still hold the 
patronage to the living. The present Lawton 
Hall which was the Lawton family home up to 
the early part of the present century dates 
from the eighteenth century having replaced 
a former hall. It is believed that an 
underground passage exists between the Hall 
and the church. 


On a visit to the church there are a 
number of other interesting things to look 
for. 


The Royal Coat of Arms which hangs from 
the gallery is dated 1802 and has therefore 
been in the church since the reconstruction 
which was completed in that year. The Arms 
are those of King George III and contain a 
rare fvature, in the centre can be seen the 
Arms ot Hanover which was included in the 
British Coat of Arms between the years 1801 
and 1816. On the north and south walls are 
six fine examples of Hatchments of the 
Lawton family which were placed in the church 
during the nineteenth century and on the 
occassion of the death of a male member of 
the family. 


The Adam and Eve Alms Dish, which is still

in use, has had a spectacular history and 

is one of the very few of such dishes that 
remain in existance. It was stolen in 1317 
by thieves who thought it was made of gold, 
but upon discovering that it was of brass 
they flung it in to the nearby canal. There 
it lay for 80 years before it was retrieved 
when the canal was dredged and having been 
restored it still shows marks of its time 

in the waters.

were never recovered but they were replaced 
by Hr. William Lawton with a fine Wine Flagon, 
two Chalices and a Communion Paten, dated 
1817, which are still among the church's 
treasures. 
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The pews on either side of the altar both 
used to have their own private doorways, the 
one on the pulpit side being the Lawton 
family pew and the one on the south side was 
for the use of the Rector's family. 


The Altar Table appears to have been the 
work of a local joiner made up of a mixture 
of wood, and of more artistic skill are a 
pair of seventeenth century Yorkshire type 
chairs. One of these was found in scattered 
fogs, some years ago but was restored in 
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A brass memorial tablet over the Rector 's 
Stall and to the memory of William P.v.. 
Nunn who died in 1873 contains the symbols 
of the four gospel writers, namely a human 
form for Matthew, a lion for Mark, an Ox 
for Luke and an eagle for John (see Ezekiel 
1:10). Another memorial to I Cartwright 
of Lee Hall and dated 1718 has the sign of 
the skull and crossbones which at that time 


was not an uncommon embellishment on 
memorials. : 


There is an interesting Benefactions Board 
dated 1801 which was rescued from decay 
during the early 1980's and it records a 
Number of very interesting endowments and 
gifts to the church from 1667 onwards. 

These include the weekly supply of thirteen 
penny loaves to the dozen to the poor of 
the parish each Sunday, and also that the 
interest from a bequest of £12 to be paid 
annually to the Rector on condition that 

he preached an Anniversary sermon and taught 


three of the poorest children until they 
could read the Bible through. 


The Bellringers' Tower as well as having 
some memorials to past ringers also houses 
three boards on which are written the Lord's 
Prayer and the Ten Commandments. These 
were introduced into churches at the time of 
the Reformation and would have originally 
been in the Nave of the church for all to 
see and learn. This room also hag a 
reminder of the days when bellringers were 
Sustained by a regular Supply of ale. There 
is a fine jug which was presented to Church 
Lawton ringers by the ringers of Christ 
Church, Tunstall in 1883, together with five 
individually numbered drinking mugs. 
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The church is dedicated in the name of 
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services which are provided are an assortment 
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of both traditional and modern forms of 
liturgy and music as means of fulfilling 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ.

The colonial Lawton-Seabrook Cemetery needs our financial help! 
We will visit the cemetery which is surrounded by an old brick wall 
that is on a creek off Steamboat Landing on Edisto Island, during 
the June 19th-20th Reunion. 

The cemetery is located on the plantation where planter and 
Militia officer Captain William Lawton lived. In his Oct. 9, 1757, 
will, he left it to his widow MARY STONE GRIMBALL LAWTON (later 
FICKLING) for her life and remainder to his then three year old 
son Joseph Lawton (1753-1815) who married SARAH ROBERT (1755-1839).

John Hughes Boineau (who did extensive work on the project), 
Robert E. H. Peeples, and I studied documents, reviewed the 
site and drafted a number of times the wording on the then unmarked 
graves. The marked graves include SARAH LAWTON SEABROOK, her 
husband JOHN SEABROOK, their son WILLIAM SEABROOK, and other 
family members. 

Dyal Memorials, Inc., a most reputable firm, has presented 
drawings. He recommends: for the mounted aluminum post (28"x24") 
at the entrance to the quarter-of-an-acre cemetery with a history 
of the site; for Captain Lawton's grave, another mounted cast 
aluminum post (36" x 30"). For the seven other graves, he 
recommends gray granite bases with steel finish tops (24'x12"x6"). 
These graves are for JOSIAH LAWTON, JEREMIAH LAWTON, WILLIAM LAWTON, 
JR, MARY CLARKE LAWTON, MARY WINBORN LAWTON, and THE REV. WILLIAM

Many people in the diocese will know about the 
well-publicised troubles of the Church 
Commissioners: reports from a group appointed by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and from Coopers & 
Lybrand, chartered accountants, were published at 
the end of July. They criticised the Church 
Commissioners' management of their assets and 
made potentially far-reaching recommendations for 
the future. 


CDN does not offer the space for a detailed analysis of 
the problems facing the church in the light of these 
reports, but we are quoting from a letter sent to all 
parishes by Peter Mills, the Diocesan Secretary, Laurie 
Evans, the Chairman of the Diocesan Board of Finance, 
and Stewart Darlow, Chairman of the House of Laity of 
the Diocesan Synod. 


“We explained last autumn that the support given by 
the Commissioners to clergy stipends and housing in 
the Diocese of Chester will have gone down by nearly a 
third between 1990/1 and 1994/5. The situation is now 
worse than we expected. The indications are that there 
will be no allocations from the Commissioners in four 
years time. 


We would like to make just one comment. A loss of 
£800m has been reported. 90% of this is no more a real 
loss than is a temporary reduction in house values and 
will disappear if asset values recover. The loss of the 
Commissioners’ income is the more serious issue. 


Although we should not be seeking recrimination, there 
may be some anger around in the parishes. It is 
important to realise that the persons principally 
concemed in making the decisions which are now seen 
to be wrong (even though they were made in good faith 
at the time) have already left the Commissioners. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury and Sir Michael Colman, who 
now heads the Church Commissioners as First Estates 
Commissioner, are determined that the church should 
learn from the mistakes. Action will be taken, and soon. 


It is still too early to say what the full implications for the 
Church of England will be, but it goes without saying 
that the next few years will not be easy. We shall 
Monitor closely the cost of diocesan administration. We 
might have to review again the operation of the Ministry 


Support Fund. We imagine that some _ pasforal 
reorganisation might be necessary in order to save 
costs; this cannot be undertaken quickly. 


But we wonder how far it will be necessary or desirable 
to take drastic action. There is no reason why we should 
not maintain the same number of clergy (but perhaps 
not the same number of church buildings) given the 
right approach to Christian stewardship. The Biblical 
standard of giving is one tenth. The Church of England 
challenges its members to give 5% of net income to and 
through the church. If we could reach this level, we 
would be financially secure! We hope that all parishes 
will pursue the ‘Love to Give’ initiative available from 
Diocesan House.” 


It must be emphasised that parishes do nof 
contribute any new money to the Church 
Commissioners' _ funds, except that the 
Commissioners operate a centralised payroll system 
and the diocese sends them money fo pay the 
stipends of parish clergy.

Take the plunge 


The boy climbed up on to the springboard which was 
overhanging the swimming pool. With the eye of a 
holidaying observer, | looked to see the dive - but it did 
not happen. Instead, the boy started bouncing on the 
springboard with all his vigour. After quite a while 
another lad joined him. Together they bounced with 
even greater energy and the springboard certainly 
sprang impressively! Yet neither dived in. 


Springboards are, of 
course, for springing off, 
not for springing on: they 
are meant to give us a life 
either for swimming or for 
gymnastics. So it is with 
the visit of — the 
Archbishops’ 
SPRINGBOARD team to 
the diocese this month. It 
is easy to discuss 
evangelism, to train for it 
and to watch others 
doing it. We can go on springing for ever, but the actual 
diving in and doing it can still not happen. 


| have sympathy with the youngsters at the swimming 
pool. Frankly, | only go to swimming pools out of a 
sense of duty, and | would rather spring on the board 
than dive in. We all have inner hesitation about actually 
sharing with others the gospel or what Christ means to 
us. So do I. In curacy days on going out house to house 
for evangelism, | always dragged my feet and went out 
late; but once under way, | was always amazed at the 
openness of so many (as well as the opposition and 
bitterness of others), so | always got home late. The 
reluctance and joy still continues 37 years later. 





| also have sympathy with those who bounce on the 
springboard and fall in accidentally. My own experience 
of that as a child probably caused my dislike of diving. | 
was not ready; | seemed to swallow half the swimming 
pool. | was afraid, did not manage to swim and just 
sank. So with sharing the gospel: we can fall into it 
without warning. We were bouncing happily on the 
training board when suddenly, perhaps, we were asked 
a direct question at work or college or school as to why 
we are a Christian. We sank and did not swim, failing to 
cope and retreating embarrassed - reluctant ever to be 
drawn again. 

Others do the training and dive in, but again find it very 
difficult to put theory into practice. 


So, if you feel reluctant about evangelising, you are in 
good company but you must get back on the board. 
This is why the visit of the SPRINGBOARD team to our 


diocese is an opportunity for us alll, 
experienced witnesses. 


The SPRINGBOARD team is headed by Bishop Michael 
Marshall and by Canon Michael Green with his wife 
Rosemary and with Martin Cavender. They are from 
very different churchmanships, but are endued with 
outstanding evangelistic gifts. This is why the 
Archbishop of Canterbury invited them to return from 
the USA and Canada to help the whole Church of 
England in this Decade of Evangelism.

They will not only use their gifts on various outreach 
occasions amongst us, but will also share in training us 
to spring and dive more effectively. These gifted leaders 
understand what today's pool is like, the society and 
world in which we seek to bring the gospel. They are 
immensely effective communicators and strategists in 
‘bringing Christ to this generation’. 


We welcome them to the Diocese of Chester and pray 
that their visit may be a further significant milestone in 
the Decade of Evangelism in our diocese and in all of 
our lives.

St Luke, patron saint of doctors 
arid the writer of the third 
Gospel and the Acts of the 
Apostles, is the only non-Jewish 
writer in the New Testament. 
He came from Antioch and was 
a doctor by profession. 


Luke travelled with St Paul on 
his missionary journeys. He was 
with him in Jerusalem and 
shared Paul’s voyage and ship- 
wreck on the way to Rome. 


St Luke’s Gospel gives us the 
fullest life story of Jesus that we 
have. His choice of stories show 
his own warm interest in 
people; especially the sick and 
helpless, the poor, women, 
children, the social outcasts. 


Luke dedicated both his books 
to the same Roman, Theophilus 
(which means Friend of God so
